behind the fear was danger, chiefly 
danger of want and loss of Hberty, 


With fears, he anid, went Rate and 
vanity ound there were to-day 
peculiar forces tending, to produce 
group fear, It was nt the bottom of 
the narrow nationulism which wns 
so qteneral to-day—-the fear that 
rivals across a border were de- 
termined to take the bread from 
thelr mouth, 


Lack of freedom, he sald, bred ag- 
sressivengss, not to say tyranny, and 
Hatred, but, given equal opportuni- 
tles, the perverse psychological state 
of a crowd would disappear. Crowds 
were depressed and became fearfyl 


because of the monotony of industrial | - 


eivilisntion.. Repressed people form- 
ed the backbone of Fascist and 
Communist movements. 


..Dr. Pearson sald that man could 
be happy and healthy if he learned 
to abey the Inws of nature, which in- 
cluded certain hitherto largely un- 
recognised economic Inws. Many 
an-made laws could go, and when 
“the inescapnble lawa of economics 
were recognised and allowed to work 
by. general consent the * logic of 
existence, 2 happy social co-opera- 
tion, could have full play. Then 
would the word “property” be pro- 
“perly understood, ‘for, taxes being 
swept away, what o man produced 
would be his, and what the com- 
munity created would go to the 
“community, to be given back in 
services according to the payments 
made, . 


What a man produces, he sald, In- 
cludes .the interest-carning wealth 
he has put aside to ald further pro- 
duction. So quarrels between Capital 
and Labour will vanish, They are 
founded on illusfons.

NEW AGREEMENT 
SIGNED 


London, Oct. 7. 

The trade agreement between the 
United Kingdom and Peru was signed 
at Lima yesterday and Is to - come 
into force on the exchange of rati- 
fications. The tariff articles of the 
agreementiare to take effect pro- 
| vistonally in about a week's time. 

The agreement provides for reci- 
procal most-favoured-nation_ -treat- 
ment of goods In respect of Customs 
Uuties, Customs. formalitics and im- 
port prohibitions and also in respect 
of the exercise of commerce and 
Industry in general. Peru undertakes 
to accord benevolent treatment . to
